Claim 1 

Document 1: JP, 9-289501, A (Sharp Corporation), 4 November, 1997 (04.11.97); Fig. 1; & EP, A2, 
758823 

It is considered that in Fig. 1 of above-mentioned document 1, 3-6 correspond to the 'quasi- 
synchronous detection part' of the present invention, 9 and 10 correspond to the 'inverse diffusion' of 
the present invention, and differential demodulation part 1 1 corresponds to the means for carrying out 
the 'differential calculation' of the present invention. Looking at the disclosures in document 1 relating 
to past examples (paragraph [0003]) and the aforementioned constituent features of the receiving part, it 
is also considered that the constituent features of the differential coding phase modulation on the 
transmission side are disclosed as a presupposition in document 1. 

Claim 2 

Document 2: JP, 56-86559, A (Oki Electric Industry Co., Ltd.), 14 July, 1981 (14.07.81); Fig. 2 

It is considered that above-mentioned document 2 [Fig. 2 and its explanation] discloses the technical 
idea of eliminating sudden fluctuations in the phase value during phase modulation, and that the present 
invention merely involves applying this to a well-known code division multiple access transmission 
system that uses a spread spectrum code. 

The subject matter of claims 3-15 is neither disclosed in any of the documents cited in the ISR nor 
obvious to a person skilled in the art. 
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
